The response of 8/4/08 was received and considered.

Claims 1-8, 10-11, 16 & 18-21 are pending. 



Response to Amendments 



3. The new OATH is accepted. 

4. The amendments to the specification are accepted. It is noted that Applicant has 
amended the specification to replace "communication means" with "communication interface or 
other means" and to replace "authentication means" with "authentication circuitry or other 
means". Applicant's response points to p. 9 of the specification (last paragraph), which states 

". . .the different means in the terminal and servers are functional means rather than physical 
devices. The different part means of the terminal and serer can be provided as software, 
hardware or a mixture there between" in support of this amendment. It is determined that the 
scope of "circuitry", in light of the claimed communication element and in light of the 
"hardware" recitation in the specification, is meant to describe the hardware means disclosed 
with the same scope as "hardware communication means" and is therefore supported by the 
original specification. Further, "interface" is defined in the Microsoft Computer Dictionary, 5 th 
edition as "1 . The point at which a connection is made between two elements so that they can 
work with each other or exchange information. 2. Software that enables a program to work with 
the user, with another program such as the operating system, or with the computer's hardware. 
3. A card, plug, or other device that connects pieces of hardware with the computer so that 
information can be moved from place to place." In agreement with this definition, it is 
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determined that "communication means" is meant to be used to exchange information and, in 
light of Figs. 3 and 4 showing elements 21 and 1 1 (communication means) connected between 
element 25 (header provider) and element 15 (authentication means), it is determined that the 
communication means provides an interface between the terminal and server. Therefore, this 
language is also consistent with the originally-filed specification. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 10, 17 & 18 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Regarding claims 1, 10, 17 & 18, the reasons for allowance were set forth in the 
office action mailed 5/2/08, regarding claims 9, 10, 17 & 18, respectively. Further, 
claims 2-8 depend from claim 1, claim 1 1 depends from claim 10, claims 19-21 depend 
from claim 16. These claims are allowable based on their dependence upon an allowed 
claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
